122nd Fighter Wing conducts 
‘large scale readiness exercise’ 


Loud noises, including sirens, may have 
been audible to local residents this week

If you heard some unusu- 
al sounds over the past few 
days, don’t be alarmed, it 
was only a drill. 

The 122nd Fighter Wing 
held a “Large Scale Read- 
iness Exercise” from Mon- 
day, July 11 through Fri- 
day, July 15, “with the goal 
of ensuring readiness to 
serve our local community, 
state and nation,” said Fort 
Wayne Air National Guard 
Base senior enlisted lead- 
er for public affairs Master 
Sgt. William Hopper. 

“Airmen taking part in the 
five-day exercise are set to 
practice wearing Mission 
Oriented Protective Pos- 
ture (MOPP) gear to ensure 
readiness for operating in a 


chemical, biological, radio- 
logical or nuclear-compro- 
mised environment,” said 
Hopper. “The surrounding 
area may notice an increase 
in activity and loud noises 
such as sirens but there is 
no need for concern.” 
Hopper said some of this 
recent commotion may 
have been detected by Wa- 
bash County residents. 
“There is a chance res- 
idents of Wabash County 
may see or hear the 122nd 
Fighter Wing’s A-10 Thun- 
derbolt II aircraft flying 
around at any time of the 
year, as we constantly train 
all over the state of Indi- 
ana,” said Hopper, in re- 
sponse to a Plain Dealer 
request. “There may or may 
not be any specific sightings 
due to this exercise though.” 


Hopper said MOPP gear 
is protective clothing and 
equipment that U.S. mil- 
itary personnel wear to 
protect themselves during 
a chemical, biological, ra- 
diological or nuclear attack. 
The gear consists of field 
gear, an overgarment, foot- 
wear, a mask and gloves. 

Hopper said the majori- 
ty of their approximately 
1,000 airmen, as well as the 
assigned A-10 Thunderbolt 
II aircraft, were participat- 
ing in the exercise. 

Hopper said the 122nd 
Fighter Wing “catapulted 
into the future of modern 
U.S. combat airpower this 
week” with its first Agile 
Combat Employment large- 
scale readiness exercise. 

“These are accomplished 
approximately every other 
year,’ said Hopper. “It is 
part of the U.S. Air Force

Wabash City Council 
approves $2.4M 
WCPL renovation 


Bond for building and 
renovation project 
approved 5-0 on Monday

A long-awaited building 
and renovation project at 
the Wabash Carnegie Public 
Library (WCPL) moved one 
step closer to becoming a re- 
ality this week. 

At Monday’s Wabash City 
Council meeting, WCPL 
trustees and executive di- 
rector Ware Wimberly asked 
for approval to issue a gen- 
eral obligation bond for 
$2,415,535 for a building 
and renovation project. 

“The library plans to begin 
the project in late 2022 or 
early 2023, although work 
on the elevator is scheduled 


to start earlier in the fall,’ 
said Wimberly, in response 
to a Plain Dealer request. 

Wimberly said the project 
aligns with the library’s stra- 
tegic plan to meet communi- 
ty needs. 

“It will add space for pro- 
gramming and collection 
in the children’s area,” said 
Wimberly. “It will create a 
more flexible space for youth 
services and the library’s 
other collections. It will al- 
low mechanical upgrades to 
ensure the building is sound 
while creating a modern and 
user-friendly environment.” 

Wimberly said the library 
uses MKM Architecture and 
Design, “which has exten- 
sive experience working on 
renovation projects for pub- 
lic libraries.”

here’s an old story 

about two paddle boats 
that were traveling from 
Memphis, Tennessee down 
the Mississippi River to 
New Orleans. As they 
traveled side by side, the 
sailors of one ship called 
out about the snail’s pace 
of the other. Words were 
exchanged by the sailors of 
those ships and challenges 
were made, and the race 
began. It was this vicious 
competition between these 
paddle boats roaring down 
the Mississippi. 

Along the way one of 
the boats started falling 
behind due to a lack of fuel. 
There had been plenty of 
coal for the trip, but not 
enough for to maintain the 
speed of this race. As the 
boat dropped back, one 
sailor had a thought. He 
took some of the ship’s 
cargo and tossed it into the 
ovens. When the rest of the 
sailors saw that the supplies 
burned as well as coal, they 
began fueling their ship 
with what they had been 
assigned to transport. With 
that extra fuel, their paddle 
boat lurched into the lead 
and ultimately they won 
the race. The downside was 
that they burned up all their 
cargo. 

I think this is often a 
picture of how we tend to 
treat our families in life. 
They are some of the most 
precious cargo God has 
given to us. But at the same 
time, it’s really easy to 
forget how important they 
are and race ahead in life 
by devoting extra hours at 
work, burning away the 
time we have by volunteer- 
ing for overtime or trying to 
get that promotion. It’s easy 
to take out our frustrations 
from a bad day on those 
closest to us, burning the 
relationships as we blast 
and harshly criticize our 
spouse or our kids. It’s easy 
after an incredibly long day 
to come home and sink into 
the sofa or the La-Z-Boy 
and veg out to something 
on TV and just burn the few 
hours we have to see our 
family and be with them 
before we head to bed. 

As a pastor, I’ve spent a 
lot of time with people in 
the final stages of life.

at the factory.” But every 
time what I hear is, “I 
wish I would have spent 
more quality time with my 
family.” Too often it’s only 
when we’re near or cross- 
ing the finish line that we 
realize that we burned up 
the cargo racing for things 
so much less important. 

I’m so thankful that Jesus 
intervenes in our lives to 
help us see what’s truly 
important. There’s this 
moment when He was 
asked to share the greatest 
commandments God had 
given. He responds by 
quoting from Deuterono- 
my 6 and the most famous 
Jewish scripture: Jesus 
replied, “‘Love the Lord 
your God with all your 
heart and with all your soul 
and with all your mind.’ 
This is the first and greatest 
commandment.’ (Matthew 
22:37-38 NIV). Before we 
do anything, Jesus tells us 
to prize our relationship 
with God. But then He 
quickly adds this more ob- 
scure verse from the second 
half of Leviticus 19:18: 39 
“And the second (greatest 
command) is like it: ‘Love 
your neighbor as yourself.” 
(Matthew 22:39 NIV). 

The word we translate 
as “neighbor” literally 
means, “the person nearest 
to you.” For most of us, the 
people who are the nearest 
to our lives are our family 
members. It’s our spouse, 
our kids, our siblings, our 
parents and grandparents. 
“Begin by loving God,” 
Jesus tells us. “But then, 
before you do anything 
else, spend time loving 
your family.” Love, don’t 
blast. Encourage, don’t 
criticize. Don’t race ahead 
chasing things that aren’t 
important in the eyes of 
eternity. Money and stuff 
and status is just temporary. 
Relationships are eternal. 
Don’t burn the cargo. 

As I said, I’m thankful 
Jesus helps us see what’s 
important. I’m thankful that 
He calls us to slow down 
and value the wonderful 
cargo He’s given to us — the 
family He’s given you. I’m 
thankful that He reminds 
us and calls us to love. So 
let’s listen to Him today 
and renew our commitment 
to love our families well. 
And whatever you do, don’t 
burn the cargo.

he good news is that the 

worst prime minister in 
modern British history is 
going. The bad news is that 
he has not yet gone. Boris 
Johnson fought to the end to 
remain in Downing Street 
as his reputation and his 
government collapsed around 
him. On Thursday, as more 
ministers resigned, including 
one who had been in office 
less than 48 hours, he bowed 
to the inevitable, resigning as 
Conservative leader while re- 
maining prime minister until 
a successor is chosen. 

Mr. Johnson went grudg- 
ingly and without grace. He 
left with a speech outside No. 
10 that was at once breezy 
and bitter. It contained no 
note of contrition for his 
own misconduct as prime 
minister, or any syllable of 
awareness of why a party that 
had rushed to embrace him 
three years ago has rushed 
to rid itself of him now. His 
capacity to do damage to his 
party and the country has not 
yet ended. 

Mr. Johnson presided 


over three turbulent years in 
Downing Street. Some of the 
turbulence was wholly pre- 
dictable from his past behav- 
ior in journalism and politics, 
and was his own fault. Some 
was caused by seismic global 
events that few, including 
him, saw coming. He traded 
on his charisma, which 
helped lead to his election 
victory in 2019, but his 
approach to governance was 
never serious or strategic, 
as Brexit exemplified. His 
conduct as prime minister 
was incompetent, corrupt and 
shameful. He should have 
gone months ago. 

He claimed to understand 
the British people but, as 
the past torrid weeks have 
shown, he never shared 
or understood their moral 
decency. He behaved like a 
president, not a parliamen- 
tary leader. He governed by 
campaigning, not through 
collective deliberation and 
delivery. He abused his office 
by rewarding cronies and 
doing deals with donors. To 
the last, he was incapable of 


giving a straight answer to a 
straight question. He has now 
destroyed three Conservative 
governments in six years and 
done much to damage Brit- 
ain’s international reputation. 
The party, and the British 
people, are well rid of him. 
On Thursday, Mr. Johnson 
departed in a defiant and 
petty address that lacked 
humility or any concern for 
anything other than himself. 
He brushed aside his minis- 
ters’ 11th-hour pleas for him 
to resign over the Pincher 
affair as “eccentric.” He 


barely concealed threat to 
his successor that he would 
“give you as much support 
as I can.” If Tory MPs have 
not learned by now that Mr. 
Johnson has no interest in 
or loyalty to them, they will 
never learn anything. 
Instead, Mr Johnson cast 
himself as a leader betrayed, 
even referring to the Tories 
as “that party,’ as though 
he was somehow not part 
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To see the future, look to the past

Prove consider me old 
fashioned, even medieval, 


in my thinking and outlook. I 
plead guilty. 

As I observe what is happen- 
ing in our society, my fears for 
the future only intensify. That’s 
why I look continually to the 
past for a useful insight into the 
future. 

How would you describe our 
political system? According 
to the Constitution, we are a 
republic or representative de- 
mocracy. Democracy is the ide- 
al form of government yet my 
reading informs me that Athens, 
the birthplace of democracy, 
ended in an orgy of ostracism, 
executions and tyranny of the 
mob. 

Then a republic must be the 
better form. Our Constitution 
was modeled on Republican 
Rome, or at least what those 
Enlightenment thinkers believed 
about Rome’s governance in 
the centuries before Christ. 
Apparently they ignored the 
bloody civil wars, demagogic 
oratory and mob violence, end- 
ed only by a dictatorship of the 
strongest military commander 
in town. 

We do tend to look at the past 
through rose-colored glasses, 

a type of halo effect within 

our memories. I am guilty of 
that, to be sure, insisting on a 
romantic recollection of my 
childhood years in the 1950’s. 
Ike was president, his grandfa- 
therly image engraved indelibly 
in my mind. No drugs in my 
neighborhood, no 24-hour news 
channels, no social media. What 
could be better than that? 

But back to my question. 
What political term best de- 
scribes the America of 2022? 
Fortunately the Greeks thought 
deeply about this and coined a 
plethora of words. 

They knew about mobocracy, 


having observed it up close and 
personal. Their word for this is 
ochlocracy. This is a Darwinian, 
survival of the fittest approach 
to politics. Power resides with 
whichever group yells the loud- 
est and disrupts normal life the 
most. That sounds to me like 
today’s America, at least on my 
bad days. 

On the opposite end of the 
spectrum, we have several 
terms: aristocracy, the rule of 
the best; plutocracy, the rule of 
the richest; oligarchy, the rule 
of the few; and finally autocra- 
cy, the rule of the one. I would 
argue that we are devolving 
downward into aristocracy, but 
a self-appointed aristocracy. The 
cultural, educational, media and 
political elites are aristocrats, 
mostly because they tell us they 
are. Pardon me if I beg to differ. 
Give me the commonsense phi- 
losophy found among residents 
in rural areas, small towns and 
blue-collar suburbs any day. 

Are we simply following a 
historical imperative that all 
governments descend into 
despotism at some point? The 
Roman historian Polybius 
thought so as he saw a circular 
relationship among the forms of 
government, which each mov- 
ing onward to the next stop. 

Which brings up a more philo- 
sophical question. What is the 
march of history? Does it move 
in a straight line toward some 
dystopian future such as Aldous 
Huxley envisioned? Or is it 
moving toward the perfection 
of mankind as the 19th century 
progressives believed? Of 
course the human race has been 
quite a disappointment to our 
modern progressives by refus- 
ing to be dragged kicking and 
screaming into this unwanted 
nirvana. 

Perhaps it is more of a circular 
movement, always returning 
to some starting point in a 
recursive manner. What goes 


around, comes around as the old 
saw reminds us. A quick survey 
of historical eras lends credence 
to this view. Consider northern 
Italy and the history of its city- 
states from Roman domination 
to republicanism to oligarchy 
and so on. 

My sense is that these two 
theories should be conflated 
into a spiraling pattern, consis- 
tently moving circularly back 
to its starting point but each 
time further along toward its 
destiny. That destiny is not what 
the progressives expected; I 
don’t look for any perfection of 
mankind. In fact, I expect quite 
the opposite — a degradation of 
ourselves and our society until 
we have returned to barbarism. 
Tour our major cities if you find 
this incredulous. 

I am not without hope. I just 
wouldn’t bet on things getting 
better. That does not mean we 
should give up and retreat to a 
mountain hideout; our children 
and grandchildren must live in 
this world. We owe it to them to 
try to make things better or, at a 
minimum, mitigate the evil. 

That’s why I look to the past, 
to find evidence that things 
can get better even if only for a 
short time. Actually, I just don’t 
look to the past; I run there as 
fast as I can. It does not always 
prove comforting but a study of 
history does suggest alternatives 
to the cable news narrative. It 
doesn’t have to be all bad in the 
short run and in the long run 
we will all be dead, as Keynes 
quipped. 

An ancient Chinese proverb 
goes something like this: It is 
better to light one little candle 
than to curse the darkness. Our 
world needs more candles.

America needs a National 
Day of Mourning 


ile a portion of the nation recently celebrated 
a day of freedom and a beginning of progress 
(Juneteenth), the rest of the nation needs a day to 
mourn lost freedom and progress. 

Looking back, the decades after World War II will 
be remembered as the time America precipitously cast 
aside its physical, social, cultural, economic, political, 
and legal moorings. 

The healthy behavior of Americans 


Robert has declined steadily. Our people sat 
p idly by while cigarettes laid countless 
Shinkoskey innocent citizens to rest due to lung 


cancer. We watched our cities get over- 
run with drugs smuggled in from south 
of the border. We did little to recog- 
nize, roll back or stop the opioid crisis 
within our health care system. We have 
encouraged and blithely participated 

in unhealthy eating habits, sedentary 
living, and vaping. We have performed 
below the level of other industrialized nations in infant 
and maternal mortality rates. We twiddled our thumbs 
at the outset of and throughout a decimating national 
pandemic. 

We have embraced all manner of personal freedom 
addictions as normal: social media, pornography, drug 
and alcohol, online shopping and debt financing, to 
name just a few. 

We have justified and promoted a cavalier attitude to- 
ward marriage, a precipitous decline in childbirth, and 
an outpouring of teenage pregnancy. We have demon- 
strated a flippant acceptance of divorce and callous 
disregard for fatherhood and the orphans of divorce. 

We have seen decades of declining school test scores 
and grade inflation, school bullying, withdrawal of par- 
ents from parent/teacher interactions and supervision 
of homework, burgeoning college debt coupled with an 
inability of students to finish college, and the normal- 
ization of active shooter events in the classroom. 

We have presided over a decline in religious freedom 
and an increase in revelations of ecclesiastic pedophilia 
across a wide range of denominations. 

We watched passively as employers outsourced jobs 
overseas and developed an unhealthy balance of trade. 
We watched with indifference the decline of organized 
labor and the rise of on-the-job exploitation of the 
workforce. We embraced usurious interest rates on 
consumer debt, a return to robber baron-style corporate 
monopoly in virtually all major industries, conversion 
from a credit-only economy to a debit-only economy, 
and skyrocketing city, state, and national debt financ- 
ing. 

We sat motionless as our infrastructure crumbled, 
bankruptcies exploded, and the wealth gap and poverty 
indicators soared. We have witnessed an epidemic of 
fraud and dishonest business advertising in every sector 
of the economy. 

We took off our corrective lenses while Congress 
turned into an aristocracy, the presidency into an 
autocracy, and the Supreme Court into an oligarchy. 
We disputed the integrity of state election results and 
the honesty of thousands of state election workers and 
attempted an insurrection and assassination in the halls 
of Congress. We threw away reason and non-parti- 
sanship and married ourselves to conspiracy theories, 
populist demagoguery, the disappearance of newspa- 
pers, far-right and far-left sedition, and a resurgence of 
overt racism. 

We have seen a long-running decline of trust in 
government and political parties, low election turnouts 
especially in local elections, withdrawal from fraternal 
and charity organization affiliation and participation, 
and withdrawal from church attendance. 

After the Vietnam imbroglio, we forgot how to 
register our concerns about American militarism and 
followed both Democrat and Republican presidents 
into dozens of unnecessary military campaigns abroad 
without a peep of resistance. 

Tn our law enforcement and justice worlds, we have 
accepted police murders, rampant Hollywood sexual 
assault, sexual harassment in workplaces, and rape in 
the military. We have witnessed the failure of correc- 
tions facilities to correct behavior, justice systems to 
find truth and provide justice, and an increase in all 
manner of violent crime. 

We have adopted a slap-on-the-wrist approach to 
white-collar crime, as demonstrated by the lack of pun- 
ishment of corporate felons responsible for the 2008 
Great Recession. 

And yet every 4th of July, we party with puffed-out 
chests thinking we are the most patriotic and successful 
generation of people ever to live on planet Earth.

Appointments are avail- 
able for individuals seek- 
ing the Moderna vaccine 
for children ages 6 months 
through 5 years and the 
Pfizer vaccine for children 
ages 6 months through 4 
years on the state’s schedul- 
ing platform. 

The ISDH stated they had 
updated its map to show 
sites that are offering vac- 
cines for this age group. 
Appointments are recom- 
mended due to vaccine and 
provider availability. Indi- 
viduals also can call 211 
for assistance or contact 
their child’s healthcare pro- 
vider to determine if they 
are offering the vaccines. 

However, as of this week, 
the ISDH lists a total of 248 
sites in the state which are 
offering vaccines for this 
age group, but none of them 
are in Wabash County. 

“Our website map shows 
sites that are publicly avail- 
able,” said ISDH media re- 
lations coordinator Megan 
Wade-Taxter in response 
to a Plain Dealer request 
on Wednesday, July 13. 
“However, private health-

care providers also may 
have the vaccine for this 
age group but are not list- 
ed on the site because they 
serve existing patients. We 
encourage parents to check 
with their child’s private 
healthcare provider to see 
whether they have doses 
for those ages 6 months to 
5 years.” 

On May 20, the ISDH 
announced that Hoosiers 
ages 5 to 11 are eligible 
for a booster dose of the 
COVID-19 vaccine. On 
March 30, the ISDH an- 
nounced that Hoosiers age 
12 and older who have 
weakened immune sys- 
tems and individuals age 


50 and older who received 
a booster dose of an mRNA 
COVID-19 vaccine at least 
four months ago are eligible 
for a second booster. Now, 
the ISDH is advising vac- 
cine providers that they may 
also begin administering 
boosters of the Pfizer pe- 
diatric vaccine to children 
ages 5 to 11 whose last dose 
was administered at least 
five months ago. 

According to the ISDH, in 
Wabash County, there are 
three vaccination locations 
available including CVS 
Pharmacy, 486 N. Cass St.; 
Kroger Pharmacy, 1309 
N. Cass St.; and Wal-Mart 
Pharmacy, 1601 N. Cass St.

Our fathers were both veter- 
ans who were buried with full 
military honors, but they were 
almost denied that right due to 
bureaucratic issues. 

In both cases, the funeral 
homes contacted the VA for 
our fathers’ discharge papers, 
only to be told that the VA 
had no record of their service. 
(Some years ago, a fire de- 
stroyed a VA building, which 
may explain why some records 
were lost.) 

Without those papers, it was 
impossible to prove they had 
served, and without that proof, 
neither of our families could 
have had the honor guard at 
our father’s funerals. By super- 
human effort, an employee of 
the office that stores some of 
my father’s documents found 
his discharge papers and got 
them to the funeral home just 
in time for the honor guard to 
be arranged. 

My friend’s father had been 
active in a veteran’s organi- 
zation whose members were 
able to arrange the honor guard 
on his behalf, but for both our 
families, it was a near miss and 
very stressful.

“I have recently learned 
from the media that this 
afternoon, without my ap- 
proval, Chip Ganassi Rac- 
ing issued a press release 
announcing that I would 
be driving with CGR in 
2023,’ Palou wrote on 
Twitter. “Even more sur- 
prising was that CGR’s 
release included a ‘quote’ 
which did not come from 
me. I did not author or ap- 
prove that quote. As I have 
recently informed CGR, 
for personal reasons, I do 
not intend to continue with 
the team after 2022.” 

It’s an odd twist in a big 
week for the McLaren 
team. 

Colton Herta, the young 
American star who team 
owner Michael Andretti 
hopes to put in a Formu- 
la One car, spent Monday 
and Tuesday testing for 
McLaren in Portimao, Por- 
tugal. 

Then Ganassi’s team 
made its announcement. 

“Alex’s track record 
speaks for itself,’ Ganassi 
said in the news release. 


“He’s a proven champion 
and one of the most formi- 
dable drivers in the world. 
We are very excited to con- 
tinue working together.” 

One side, at least, is ea- 
ger to stay together. 

Palou emerged as a star 
last season by becoming 
the first Spaniard to win 
an IndyCar title while giv- 
ing Ganassi a 14th series 
crown. Palou hasn’t dis- 
appointed this year either, 
posting four top-five fin- 
ishes and seven top-10s in 
the first nine races. 

Although he hasn’t won 
a race, Palou is fourth in 
the standings, 35 points 
behind Indianapolis 500 
champ and teammate Mar- 
cus Ericsson heading into 
Sunday’s race at Toronto. 

“It’s a great feeling to 
know I will keep working 
with Chip Ganassi Racing 
next season,” Ganassi’s 
press release quoted Palou 
as saying. “The team wel- 
comed me with open arms 
from Day 1 and I’m ex- 
cited to continue work- 
ing with Chip, (managing 
director) Mike Hull, the 
folks on the No. 10 NTT 
Data car and everyone 
within the organization. 
The goals remain the same 
and we will continue to 
work relentlessly towards 
achieving them.” 

Shortly thereafter, Palou 
said he has other plans. 

While the 25-year-old 
owns 12 top-three finishes 
in 25 races since joining 
CGR, he sounds like he’s 
ready for a change.
